labourer, of Levita House, Euston; 
Roy Lock, twenty-three, cabinet 
maker, of Clarence-gdns., N.W.: and 
Charles Stephen Tate, twenty-two, 
fitter’s mate, of Jamestown-rd., 
N.W: 

All were charged with using insulting 
words and behaviour. 

Roberts was further charged with 
assaulting Sub-Divisional Inspector Lobb 
and with obstructing him in the execu- 
tion of his duty. 

Sliney was further accused of assault- 
ing P.C. King and with obstructing 
him; Loan of obstructing Inspector 
Brice, and Byers of obstructing the 
same Officer. 

The defendants pleaded not guilty.

“No,” replied Will, who 
never boasted, “Just plain 
Indian.” 
Will was born in Indian 

Territory, on land where poor Indians 
settled, and Will, it was said, actually 
went on the stage to earn money to pay 
the taxes so that his poor Indian pals 
could live there. 

It is remarkable to think that when, 
years ago, he appeared with a horse, 
and swung round a lariat while he 
gagged, at the Palace, the Alhambra 
and the Coliseum, managers used to 
say, “ That fellow would be better if he 
didn’t speak.” 

Little did they dream that in the 
years to come, when the films made his 
world reputation, ıt was as a cracker of 
gags and as the exponent of a simple 
philosophy that Will Rogers was to 
become so famed that he was the only 
man who, when received by the Prince 
of Wales at St. James’s Palace, pub- 
lished a long interview with him. 

Indeed, although so poorly educated 
that when, sent to a political conven- 
tion to describe it for a syndicate, he 
asked the other reporters how to spell 
“which "—“ witch,” they replied—he 
spelled it that way in his copy, and it 
went like that in the paper. And yet 
he was paid a dollar a word! 

Of all the film stars who ever came 
to England, Will Rogers was the most 
Kindly, and the most simple. Good 
nature exuded from him. 

When he appeared for.Cochran in a 
London Pavilion revue, Cochran, at the 
end of his engagement, sent along a 
blank cheque. Rogers, characteristic- 
ally,.did- not even. fill it in. 

Yet; a few weeks later, when he ap- 
peared at the Prince’s cabaret and a 
drunken man shouted, “ Sit down, cow- 
boy,” that was the end of his public 
appearances in London. 

I met him in an extraordinary way. 

Josh Lowe, who had been his agent 
years before in America,’ said’ co me 
once, “I’ve got a friend coming over 
who can talk you under the table.” 

“ Nonsense,” I replied. 

“It’s Will Rogers,” said Josh. * You 
must promise not to meet him before 
you do so at my dinner table, Then: I 
will ask the two of you, and you will 
find you don’t stand a chance.” 

Will came here. I kept away from 
him. He went home. He came back. 
Still we did not meet. 

Once, indeed, he got as far as the 
building in which I live, but when told 
my flat was on the third floor, he 
looked up and said, “I’m a cowboy, not 
an Alpine climber,” and went away 
again. 

Then, one day, I met Roy Simmonds, 

of Fox Films, in the Savoy Hotel. 
_ “ What shall I do?” he asked. “I’ve 
just sent out a story that Will Rogers 
Starts his new film to-day in Holly- 
wood, and he has just walked into this 
hotel. He’s flown from Manchuria— 
but the wrong way! ”

HEN, one day, I sat with Lady 

Wyndham, much more remembered 
as Mary Moore, in her hoùse at Regent’s 
Park, there looked down on us the por- 
trait of Sir Charles as David Garrick. 

It was his greatest creation, the one 
in which he really earned his -epute as 
the most accomplished comedian of his 
time. He had silver hair, a really hand- 
some face, and a sonorous voice which 
made innumerable women members of 
his audience fall in love with him. 

He usually played, towards the end, 
the part of an elderly raisonneur, the 
friend who, finding a man and his wife 
quarrelling, would say to the husband, 
“Take her to the theatre. Give her 
some supper at the Savoy. Buy her a 
bottle of wine. Look into her eyes. And 
tell her you love her.” 

At each italicised word Sir Charles’s 
voice would rise several notes. Oh, it 
was so appealing! 

He died, the half owner, with Mary 
Moore, of Wyndham’s Theatre, and tre 
New, which they built, and- the 
Criterion. 

All this was the reward of .a long 
management, so careful that when, as 
Lady Wyndham herself told me, they 
erected the two theatres, Wyndham’s 
and the New, back to back, Sir Charles’ 
idea was to run them both with the 
same stage staff. 

“This would have meant a great 
Saving,” Lady Wyndham’ said. “ Having 
set the opening scene in one theatre, 
the staff would then have been free to 
go and change the scene at the other 
theatre. Of course, the changes would 
have had to be timed. 

“Although the men would not have 
been able to leave the theatre after each 
act to go into the public-house, we felt 
it would have been much better, especi- 
ally as we intended to provide a room 
within call in which they could amuse 
themselves when they were free.” 

Both Mary’ Moore and Sir Charles 
were very businesslike. When they 
married—Sir Charles was then seventy- 
nine—soon after the first Lady Wynd- 
ham died, their house was furnished 
with the chairs used in “David 
Garrick,” while the old polished table 
and Chippendale chairs had been 
bought for “ Rosemary.” 

“This reminded us of our stage suc- 
cess,” explained Lady Wyndham, “ and 
made us feel £- home.” 

In those later days Lady Wyndham 
cherished her husband with a solicitous 
care. for unfortunately he had lost his 
memory. They never let him go ont 
walking alone if it could be helped. 

A nurse would go with him. and 1 
believe she was the only woman ever 
allowed in the Garrick Club, for Sir 
Charles. with an absence of mind that 
was really distressing aphasia, would 
come out. wearing other members’ hats,

On one occasion, he hailed 
a taxicab and told the driver 
to take him to “ my theatre,” 
being under the impression, 
as was usually the case, that 
the man knew who he was. 

When Lady Wyndham 

A asked why the fare was so 
high, the man told her that he had 
driven Sir Charles to nearly every 
theatre in London before he arrived at 
the Criterion, which Sir Charles then 
recognised. 

“I want a first-class ticket for a place 
near London where I always go,” Sir 
Charles once said at Waterloo. “I 
can’t remember the name.” 

“What’s the place like?” asked the 
booking clerk. 

“Oh, it’s a charming place,” ex- 
plained Sir Charles. “ Everyone knows 
it. Lots of flowers and things.” 

“Perhaps you would remember the 
name if I mentioned some,” hazarded 
the clerk. “ Windsor? ”’ 

“No, no,” answered Sir Charles. 
“Lots of flowers! Everyone who goes 
there, goes there to do something.” 

“Perhaps you mean the races at 
Ascot? ” said the clerk. 

*“No, no,” was the reply. “It’s a 
place near there, a place where they do 
something with sticks.” 

“ Sunningdale? ” suggested the man. 

“ Yes, yes,” remembered Sir Charles. 
“That’s it. Of course, that’s it. You 
might have known I meant Sunning- 
dale. Give me a ticket.” 

And he ran off to catch the train. 

Wyndham would go for long walks 
in London, lose himself, but, in the 
end, turn up at one of his three 
theatres. There they would telephone 
to Lady Wyndham saying. “We have 
Sir Charles here.” 

Then they would send for a taxicab 
to take him home. If he hailed one 
himself, he forgot where he lived. He 
would try to point the way and, after 
many adventures, afrive home with so 
much on the meter that could only be 
excused by the driver explaining that 
he had driven half round London. 

At home, restless. he would wander 
up and down the stairs. He had left 
off reading, and although Lady Wynd- 
ham at first would read aloud to him, 
that also soon failed to interest him. 

He died in his sleep, mourned by the 
whole Garrick Club, his passing de- 
plored by thousands. 

He was one of the few English actors 
who ever acted in German, for Lady 


Wyndham appeared with him in 
Berlin, and in. Russia, in “ David 
Garrick.” Sir Charles spoke the 


language fluently; Mary Moore learned 
the part specially. 

He was certainly the only English 
actor who was a doctor in the American 
Civil War. And, when he acted in 
“Still Waters Run Deep,” in the 
Queen’s Theatre, Long Acre, the build- 
ing in which this copy of “The 
People” was produced, Irving, who 


-was in the same company, was paid 


£2 13s. 4d. that week, while Wyndham 
got £3—because he was also stage

UTSIDE fiction, 
following is one of the best sea 
stories that ever- wrote itself: 
and the characters, while seem- 
ing to walk on casually, might 


have been specially 
chosen by a novelist for 
their contrasted types. 

First let me introduce 
these Germans, and see 
how fate brought them 
from different corners 
of the world into the 
same setting. 

In 1913 Carl Koch went out to west 
Equatorial Africa, where he was at- 
tached to the South Cameroons Rubber 
Company. A year later came war, and 
within a few months the Cameroons 
ceased to be a German colony. Koch, 
however, managed to remain in that 
area -until February, 1916. when he 
made his way into Spanish African 
territory and about the middle of that 
month reached Spain itself, where he 
was interned. 

The war put an end to many 4 
European’s holidays, and no young man 
was more inconvenienced than Hans 
Reupke, a law student. He was taking 
his vacation in Spain, but the political 
situation prevented his travelling across 
France. and no steamer could carry him 
back to Germany, es 

So, too, at the beginning of hostili- 
ties the s.s. Prinz Heinrich was in- 
terned at Lisbon, to the annoyance of 
her officers and crew, They, likewise, 
found inactivity irksome, but when 
Portugal decided to throw in her lot 
with the Allies two of the officers— 
Heinrich Zuppe and Carl Hilburg— 
rather than become prisoners, escaped 
across the frontier northward. and 
reached the port of Vigo in Spain, 

These four men pooled their energies 
and during the summer of 1916 plotted 
to get back into Germany. Koch's 
brain conceived the enterprise, and 

legal knowledge helped in 
over preliminary difficulties, 


| but without the seamanship and navi- 
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gational knowledge of Zuppe and Hil- 
burg, the whole scheme would have 
been unthinkable. : 
Briefly, the idea was to obtain a suit- 
able vessel. fit her out with enough 
provisions and stores to last sixty days; 
then, going northwards across the Bay 
of Biscay, try to keep several hundred 
miles west of Ireland, after which they 
hoped to dodge our Scottish patrols be- 
fore gaining Scandinavian waters to 


Germany. i 
Sixteen other compatriots were 
anxious to accompany them. There 


had beeh interned during May, 1916, at 
Alcala (near Madrid). and at Pamp- 
lona (near the Pyrenees) severa] mer- 
chants, a doctor, some farmers, Army 
non-commissioned officers, and German 
Cameroons police, brought from Span- 
ish Africa. 

In addition there were three sailors 
from a German steamer, and a leading 
seaman named Emil Stehr. 

Throughout the summer of 1916, whilst 
Koch was collecting this score of dar- 
ing people, Reupke looked about for a 
convenient vessel By September he dis- 
covered at Corunna a  fore-and-aft 
schooner named the Virgen del Socorro. 
of 25 tons, measuring 50 ft. long, with 
15 ft. beam. 


In Stealthy Silence 


Like many of Spain’s coastal craft, 
she was old, ill-found, and barely sea- 
worthy. Possessing no spare gear, no 
dinghy, badly in need of thorough over- 
haul, her dirty-white topsides presented 
no pleasing appearance; but her owner, 
Felipe Perez, condescended to let her 
go for 11,150 pesetas, the bill of saie 
being signed by Reupke and witnessed 
by Zuppe. 

Reupke had been recently employed 
by the German Consul at Vigo, and 
this experience certainly helped in 
carrying out the transaction. 

Thus “no awkward problems de- 
veloped, but the tug Andurina was per- 
mitted to bring her round Finisterre 
and into Vigo where on October 6 they 
berthed the schooner at a secluded spot 
above the town alongside the interned 
German vessel Wehrt. 

Not an hour was lost. At dead of 
night Andurina secured the towrope, 
and at 2.30 the next morning began 
hauling Virgen del Socorro down har- 
bour. Silence dominated the proceed- 
ings Only four men were allowed on 
deck, while the other 16 remained below 
in the schooner’s hold, where the 
roughest accommodation had been pro- 
vided, 

All went well till out of the night a 
dark shape showed up Warship of 
sorts—from the look of her! She was 
the Spanish gunboat Gaviota. 

Hearts beat fast. a challenging hail 
might bring the cruise to an end. But 
the ship was no better than a fishery- 
protection unit, and every man either 
literally. or metaphorically. sound 
asleep. The water rippled round the 
schooner’s bows, sails were being made 
ready for hoisting, and having reached 
Ons Island, some five miles south of 
Arosa Bay’s entrance. the tug let go. 

The Spanish coast hereabouts is wild 
and rugged with steep rocky cliffs 
against which the Atlantic spends it- 
self. Usually a heavy ground swell, and

where vigilance over neutral shipping 
had been brought to a fine art, and 
U-boats passed with dread 

On the 28th Virgen del Socorro was 
some distance south-west of Cape Clear 
(Ireland), steering with a westerly 
wind to get hold of the Cornish coast. 


not infrequently, a northerly wind, are 
the conditions. That day the Virgen del 
Socorro began with the lightest air 
from north, and the beam 3ea spilled 
every bit of breeze from her rotten 
canvas, so that booms and yards 
thrashed crazily across deck and the 


rigging suffered sudden jerks. 

Zuppe, the skipper, and Hilburg, his 
mate, looked up at the windless sky 
with anguish; while farmers, mer- 
chants, soldiers, and police below were 
in the throes of sea sickness. Whatever 
madness had made them leave the 
security of land? 


Bay of Biscay . 


As the hours sped by, anxious eyes 
looked towards the shores. Perhaps the 
Gaviota might come stealing out any 
moment? For at 7 p.m. Ons Is!and 
still lay close. But with the darkness 
came a breeze off the cliffs, which en- 
abled the schooner to head away on a 
north-westerly course into the Atlantic. 
_ This brought encouragement until 
simple zephyrs returned. and during 
the first five days they made good about 
300 miles. Though well away from the 
shore. their latitude was little further 
north than Finisterre. What if some 
inquisitive British cruiser should come 
their way? 

At the end of a week the last rem- 
nant of summery, vanished and autumn 
smote the Bay of Biscay with a heavy 
hand. For two days from October 14a 
gale made them heave to. and the 
wretched ship had a bad time amid the 
steep waves, until the wind settled down 
at west. 

Most exasperating were these short 
days of foul weather and an occasional 
spell of contrary northerly ‘winds, fol- 
lowed by frequent icy showers and 
then such fierce westerlies that the 
ship must be hove-to instead of pro- 
gressing 

On the 24th Virgen del Socorro was 
roughly 300 miles west of the Fastnet, 
and a real brute of a gale hit her. 

I have personal recollections of this 
blow, and the memory is still vivid. 
Caught on patrol off the Fastnet, I ran 
for shelter into an Irish creek where 
the holding-ground was so bad that we 
dragged anchor and thirty-five fathoms 
of cable as if they were bits of string, 
One of the finest cruisers in the Navy 
had a thrilling experience. but that 
stout steam patrol-trawler Bradford 
foundered with all hands. 


Change of Plan 


How the Virgen del Socorro survived 
is hard to explain, for the storm 
attained a velocity of 75 miles an hour. 
Although she let go a sea anchor from 
the bows, and also her port anchor with 
thirty fathoms of cable, Zuppe could 
not persuade her to ride head-on. The 
poor schooner lay obstinately athwart 
the waves labouring heavily. 

At 7 p.m. of the 24th one vicious sea 
crashed against the ship and smashed 
her rudder-post. That was serious. 
Next day ıt was blowing Force 12 (i.e.. 
hurricane. or 90 miles an hour), and the 
ship’s chronometer stopped. which 
would make navigation no easier. 

Still. these plucky people did not lose 
their nerve. They used lenty of oil 
to calm the sea. managed to fashion a 
jury-rudder. and had no intention to 
make for surrender in Berehaven or 
Queenstown. _ 

But it was folly to try gomg round 
Scotland. So Zuppe resolved to uphelm 
and try rushing the English Channel. 
This would be the greatest gamble of 
all, since that area was bound to be 
well patrolled and at every mile the 
Channel would contract till only 
twenty-one miles separated England 
from France at the Dover Straits, 


Before a tremendous sea and swell 
she scudded in the hope of sighting 
Land’s End, though Zuppe had allowed | 
her to get too far north, as so often) 
happens to sailing vessels making this} 
identical trip. 

On sighting the coast at 10 a.m. on 
the 30th, it was not the English 
Channel’s mouth but Trevose Head | 
(near Padstow), fifty miles off his 
course, and now it was blowing hard 
from the W.S.W. Any mariner knows 
that to be one of the most dangerous 
portions along our isles, and the 
Spanish schooner narrowly avoided de- 


struction on a rock-bound inhospitable |- 


shore. 


At the best of times she was not ; 


sweet tempered, and it was an hour 
before she would come round on the 
other tack For five terrible days these 
twenty men were boxing a bout against 
the strength of Nature. trying to gain 
Land’s End, but generally being set 
towards the Bristol Channel. 

On the third day they were compelled 
to scud before the south-wester under 
bare poles, and on the fourth got 
within sight of Lundy Island! What 
a life—after months of Spanish 
monotony ! 

Finally, on November 5, the weather 
showed a little mercy, when the wind 
came N.W.. so they ran down the 
Cornish coast; past the Wolf Rock 
lighthouse, and went roaring by the 
Lizard up the English Channel. 


It was thrilling sailing, if only the 
gear would last out and the future less 
uncertain. The battered old ship was 
logging her eight knots, the jury- 
rudder was holding out wonderfully. 
the worst geographical dangers were 
well astern—but the greatest war 
perils increased hourly. 

A north-wester, though usually 
squally, is favourable for running vp 
Channel and, since it comes off the 
land, smooths the water; but this 
schooner always seemed to bring bad 
luck with her. 

She had done well until beyond the 
Start, yet on November 7 the wind 
backed to S.W. and piped up into a 
whole gale (65 miles an hour), which 
made her heave to again. Meanwhile, 
however, the Germans had been won- 
dering how they could fool the 
destroyers. armed trawlers and drifters 
which sooner or later must intercept 
the voyage. 

Zuppe had in mind to rush the Dover 
Straits and make for Zeebrugge on the 
Belgian coast, which was then in the 
German hands. On further reflection 
this seemed too dangerous because of 
the minefields. He resolved. accord- 
ingly. to pretend his ship was Dutch 
and make for Ymuiden, which is the 
entrance that leads into Amsterdam 
Internment? Yes. the schooner would 
be detained. but he and his comrades 
eventually could probably skip over 
the border into Germany. 

At 5 a.m. on the 7th he received a 
shock when off Portland Bill and a 
destroyer appeared only one and half 
miles distant. An end to all things? 
But no! The British -hadn’t seen the 
wanderer. 

By two o'clock that same afternoon 
St. Catherine’s Point and the high land 
of the Isle of Wight was past; at 
10 p.m. Beachy Head's light flashed at 
the schooner. 

And now the bottle-neck Straits 
would have to be tackled. Once past 
the white cliffs of Kent soon after 
breakfast, and giving the Belgian dunes 
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a clear berth, they would not be 
long crossing the Scheldt mouths, 
Only then a few more miles along 


the low-lying Dutchmen’s coast 
and their perils would have 
ended 


But as Zuppe steered to pass 
by the East Goodwin Lightship 
he made a big mistake. He had 
been away from Northern Europe 
so long that he could not know 
of the war-time navigational 
changes. In pursuance of their 
blockade principles, the British Navy 
were compelling all traffic to come 


through the Downs and there be 
examined. 

When H.M. Drifter Paramount 
(Lieut. G. E. Johnson, R.N.R.) that 


morning (November 8) on patrol, some 
sixteen miles east of the South Good- 
win Lightship. espied a strange 
schooner scurrying to the north-east he 
knew something was wrong. and that 


the stranger should have known 
better. 
Away he steamed in pursuit, but 


Zuppe, with the benefit of a fair wind, 
and on his last lap, was determined to 
ignore the Englishman’s attentions. 
Johnson was not less resolved that 
rules should be obeyed, so a hearty race 
of steam versus sail ensued. and each 
yard convinced him that the schooner 
deserved utmost suspicion. Gradually 
the drifter gained, but the brave 
5.S.W. wind filled the Spaniard’s can- 
vas and the bone was in her teeth. 
Germans held their breath. Now or 
never! If only it had still been night!

“The French,” said Belaid’s grand- 
father, and spat with the words—“ The 
French placed their guns there!” and 
he pointed to a pile of rocks some 80 
yards distant from the entrance to the 
cave., “Most of us were hidden far 
inside this big cave here. Come!” 

Now I had thought it prudent to 
take certain precautions before setting 
out upon this quest, and yet I turned 
to look back at our own camp fires, 
hesitating a moment in a strange re- 
luctance to follow Belaid and the old 
man.

My assailants all disappeared like 
shadows, and the old chieftain went 
with them.

Caves again, but this time in force, 
and Belaid, full of contrition for 
the attack which had been made 
upon me, but which he had been 
powerless to prevent, said that the 
names upon the walls had been 
carved by his grandfather and 
formed the death-roll of that hor- 
rid massacre. 

My colleague, M. Chapins, told 
me later that when the news of 
Dahra came through to Paris it caused 
a notable uproar. The newspapers pub- 
lished grimly realistic drawings “ re- 
constructing” the massacre, and 
several notabilities in the Ministry 
went in peril of their jobs, Colonel 
Pelissier was utterly disgraced by the 
findings of a military tribunal, and the 
great Marshal Soult, himself Minister 
of War, came near to losing office over 
this scandal. 

For my own part, I was lucky to 
escape from the Death Caves with a 
whole skin, but the memory of them 
lives with me to this day and has some- 
times haunted my dreams.

"Man o' the People” writes on "THINGS THAT MATTER 
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OR once in a way home affairs 
have “blown up big” in the 
news, but it needed another 
“gunpowder plot” to crowd 
Europe off the front pages for 
a day or. two. In this tolerant 
country we have grown so used 
to the “blowing up” of our 
public men—several of whom seem to 
thrive on it and are still undeflated— 
that we no longer get excited by at- 
tempts to dynamite their almost blast- 
proof reputations. When it comes to 
attacking public works, why, that’s an- 
other matter altogether. 


Bombs must always be taken Seri- 
ously; politicians not so often. That is 
why Scotland Yard and the police 
throughout the country stopped all 
leave and mobilised every possible unit 
to meet and defeat this latest outburst 
of terrorism. 


They seem to have succeeded. Many 
arrests have been made and the whole 
crazy conspiracy is doomed to collapse.

T is probable, to say the least 

of it, that last week’s bomb 

outrages were organised by Irish mal- 

contents, who are rebels against their 
own Government as well as ours, 


These men want a “united Ireland,” 
and they are fools enough to. think 
that they can get it by “raising hell” 
in Britain and in Ulster. 


More wickedly futile than any other 
outrage was the attempt to blow up the 
Tralee hotel where young Frank Cham- 
berlain, the Premier’s son, was stopping 
on holiday. 


Northern Ireland replied to this 
puerile but criminal folly by calling up 
11,000 special constables, and all that 
the conspirators have achieved by it is 
to increase the hostility against them- 
selves. 


That is, however, the usual outcome 
of terrorism of this kind. It defeats its 
cause and, consequently, your corre- 
spondent believes that there is less 
cause to worry over the grievances of 
Irish extremists than over the bitter, 
deep-rooted and justified discontent of 
many of our own people. 


Malcontents 
On The Land 
LMOST all British land 


workers are “malcontents ” 
to-day. They are bound to be. The 
labourers are wretchedly paid, and, 
even so, the farmers find it desperately 
hard to meet the wages bill, let alone 
make a profit. 


More and more land goes out of culti- 
vation altogether. While the market- 
ing Boards are sitting, the “for sale” 
and “to let” boards go up. 


Independent men rave impotently at 
restrictions that grow more numerous 
and harder to understand. The little 
bosses forbid them to sell big potatoes, 
and the bigger the barley crop the 


greater the ioss on it. 


The very scarecrows in the fields look 
more forlorn than usual because the 
birds don’t need to be scared from 
vacant lots. 


Farming, in fact, is in a desperately 
bad way, and yet Sir Auckland Geddes 
advises housewives to stock their lar- 
ders with emergency rations! 


“ Exhaustive” 
Or “Exhausting” ? 


N agricultural “revolt” has 

been brewing for a long time. 
Until the other day, Farmer James 
Wright hoped to lead it in Parliament 
itself. Then, unfortunately, a soft 
answer turned away his wrath and he, 
or his supporters for him, decided to 
abandon their Independent fight for 
agriculture in the East Norfolk by- 
election. 


“Man o’ the People” says “ unfor- 
tunately” because he believes that 
Parliament badly needs a few “ inde- 

dent” farming Members to work 
the barren lands of Westminster. 


This was the Premier’s soft answer to 
rebel Farmer Wright: “The Ministry 
of Agriculture is now engaged in an 
exhaustive review of the whole problem 
with the National Farmers’ Union and 
others. Whatever legislation is found 
to be necessary will be proceeded with 
as quickly as possible.” 


And what, you may ask, could be 
fairer than’ that? Well, words are 
tricky things and some reviews are 
much more “exhausting” than “ ex- 
haustive.” 


The “snag” in this particular pledge 
is the implied “if and when.” In 
other words, when the -“ exhaustive re- 
view” is complete, the Government 
promises to “ get a move on” if it “is 
found to be necessary.” 


A soft answer, indeed, and pretty 
soft work- for the politicians if they 
can get away with it!

WASTED time,” lamented 
Cardinal Wolsey, “and now 
doth time waste me! ” That our modern 
Ministers are wasting time when there 
is no time to spare is the chief’ com- 
plaint which the poor patient public 
makes against them to-day.

Farmers are grumblers by tradition.

and men alike, are assured of a reason- 
able livelihood by fulfilling this national 
service. 


And if Parliament were to taze fifty 
years to make the most “ exhaustive re- 
view’ in all history, it could still come 
to no other conclusion.

IR AUCKLAND (Mother Hub- 
bard) GEDDES can’t be 


blamed, of course, for the sorry plight 
of British agriculture, but, on the other 
hand, he cannot be congratulated upon 
his latest contribution to our food de- 
fence plans. 


One might almost think that he 
meant to “put the wind up us” when 
he suggested that housewives ought to 
lay in food reserves and bottle a few 
gallons of water in order to be prepared 
against a possible war-time emergency! 


Actually he was speaking quite seri- 
ously, though in a “purely private and 
individual capacity.” The Food Depart- 
ment of the Board of Trade has since 
disowned his views. 


Sir Auckland sticks to them, however, 
Apparently he forgets that millions of 
families have no money to buy any 
extras whatever and no larders of a 
sufficient “ private and individual capa- 
city” for their storage. 


Because of this small oversight, his 
brainwave clearly qualifies for the eco- 
nomic booby prize. 


Not So Easily 
“Forgotten Men” 


HIS brings us to another 

numerous band of “ malcon- 
tents ”—the unemployed, the poor “ for- 
gotten men” of industry who are now 
forcing themselves upon our notice. 


It is time they did, for it is nation- 
ally more wasteful and more dangerous 
to leave a multitude of men and women 
in idleness than to leave the land itself 
untilled. 


The workless have no money for 
publicity, and most of them live in 
mean streets which the well-to-do 
seldom visit. That is why they are 
driven nowadays to lie down in the rain 
and mud and to form human chains 
across prosperous thoroughfares, 


There was å woman lying in the mud 
the other day beside her workless hus- 
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band. They were “ causing an obstruc- 
tion ”; technically, no doubt, they were) 
breaking the law. 


But, in the aggregate, some two mil- 
lion of our fellow citizens, though they 
never break the law, though they re- 
main passive in their misery and docile 
in their despair, must form the most 


formidable of all obstructions to 
national recovery—yes, and national 
safety, too!

The writer believes, indeed, that the 
risk of war is growing more remote. He

The dead woman was Miss 
Violet Evelyn Duguid, who died 
after a fire in a Lansdowne-st., 
Hove, basement flat, on Janu- 
ary 12. 


Firemen who smashed the win- 
dows to enter her ‘locked flat 
noticed that there was a smell of 
paraffin about her scanty attire 
and traces on clothing scattered 
about the room. 

But at the inquest yesterday Dr. 
L.. R. Janes, pathologist at the 
Royal Sussex County Hospital, 
said that the burns on her body 
were all superficial. 

Internally, he had found evidence 
of her throat being charred and 
corroded by acid poisoning, and the 
cause of death was hydrochloric acid 
poisoning, accelerated by shock 
from burns.

In Miss Duguid’s room he found a 
6-0z. bottle containing a teaspoon- 
ful of hydrochloric acid (spirits of 
Salts).

‘JIM GULLY, TWENTY-YEAR-OLD CHESTER HEAVY-WEIGHT, 
WHO MADE A SUCCESSFUL DEBUT AT THE NATIONAL SPORT- 
ING CLUB ON MONDAY LAST, CLAIMS DESCENT FROM 

FAMOUS OLD-TIMER JOHN GULLY, BARE KNUCKLE PUG, WHO 


LEFT JAIL TO BECOME BRITISH 


CHAMPION, OWNED TWO DERBY 


WINNERS, WAS M.P. FOR PONTEFRACT AND DIED LEAVING A 


FORTUNE OF £250,000. 


John was born near Bath in 1785, and, when his father died, in- 


herited a butcher’s business. 


He failed to make it pay, with the 


result that he found himself a prisoner for debt in the Fleet Prison, 


There he was visited by Henry 
Pearce, “ The Game Chicken,” Who 


at that time was champion. 

Pearce found out that Gully could box. 
He went to his backers and persuaded 
them to buy John out of prison and 
arrange a match with him. 

It took place at Hailsham on October 8, 
1805, and although Gully was beaten he 
was not disgraced— in fact, when Pearce 
retired two years later Gully was recog- 
nised as champion. 

He held on to the title for two years, 
at the end of which time, after beating 
Bob Gregson over 23 rounds, he retired 
and bought a public-house. 

But his association with the fancy had 
shown nim a quicker way to fortune, and 
he sold his tavern to become a profes- 
sional bookmaker. Soon he had the cream 
of the betting market in his hands., 

So much money did he make that he 
decided ‘to start a stable of his own. 

The boot was on the other foot now, for 
Gully was doing some betting of his own. 
In partnership with Robert Ridsdale he 
won £60,000 over St. Giles in the Derby 
and £45,000 over Margrave in the St. Leger. 


HIS FIRST 
DERBY WINNER 


Then- in 1846 Gully led in his own 
Derby winner—Pyrrhus the First—also 
winning the Oaks and the One Thou- 
sand, Andover, Derby winner of 1854, 
was also his, 

Meanwhile in 1832 he became Member 
of Parliament for Pontefract and sat until 
1837. During the last years of his life he 
was largely occupied with the affairs of 
his collieries in Durham, where he died in 


March, 1863, leaving an immense fortune. 


Now in 1939 Jim Gully, his descendant, 
becomes a professional pugilist. A pro- 
tege of Len Harvey’s, managed by Len’s 
trainer, Wally May, he outpointed Ginger 
Hauxwell at the N.S.C. 

Jim looked awkward fora roundior two, 


— 


but then he warmed up and was a good 
winner on points.

The Fort de Vaux, Verdun, was held by 
& small detachment of troops under 
Raynal’s command. 
great privations, and when the message 
was sent about food and water the 
Colonel also added that help should be 
sent at once. 

It was the very last carrier pigeon in 
the fort, and as it fluttered away the 
defenders prayed it would safely reach 
its Own mobile loft behind the French 
lines. It did, and as a result Lieut.-Col. 
Raynal was able to hold on and Verdun 
was saved, 

Nowadays the French authorities have 
a well-equipped carrier-pigeon service, as 
have Germany, Japan, America and Bel- 
gium. Great Britain has yet to start 
organising its pigeon-carrier service 
officially. 


This is a new one on me: Arriving 
home one Sunday in the early hours 
after a pigeon function, a well-known 
fancier was greeted by his wife, who 
sarcastically remarked, “ I always under- 
stood that if a pigeon could not get 
home on the same day from an inland 
race, fanciers talked about screwing 
its neck!”
